We 
wished that every growe 
Scott county could have been 
at this meeting. Tne s 
ment expressed by eacl 
dividual at this gathering 
was almost, if not entirely, 
unanimous in the belief 
an effort should be made to 
pool the 1910 crop of tobacco, 
As to the contract presented 
by the Burley Board w 
not recall a single inst 
in which it was not endoi 
The only obstacle that s 
ed to be in the way of pooling 
the crop was the fear of the 
growers to being tied up 
weak pool. 

The final decision of the 
board of leaving the questioi 
of whether the pool should be 
declared on oroff to the grow- 
ers seems to us to be a solu- 
tion of the question to which 
no reasonable objection can 
be made. 

Under the resolution pass- 
ed by the board every grow- 
er who signs his tobacco will 
have the right to vote just in 
proportion to the number ol 
acres signed. Under the 
arrangements the growers 
who sign the contract are 
absolute control of the 
matter. 

If the growers are not 
wilhng to abide by the major- 
ty decision of their own num- 
ber there certainly can be no 
hope of ever getting together 
under any other method. 
Now, that the Board 
cided to put the matter 
iack to the people" let all 
10 desire to see the tobacer 
growers rewarded by 
reasonable compensation for 
their labors, join in the effort 
realize a successful pool of 
the 1910 crop of tobacco, 
hen the effort has been 
trust to the intelligence 
of those most vitally interest- 
ileeide whether it be 
best to declare the pool on or 
off.
